Damage to the Sttttt 
When the people reading on West 


Main street got about this morning they 
discovered that the paved street beyonc 
Edward along the south side had beei 
greatly damaged by the soaking rain ant 
the depression caused by the heavy show 
wagons that had passed along that stree 
during the night. But the damage is 
not due wholly to the weight of the 
wagons. It will be remembered that the 
gas company had to lower their pipes ou 
West Main street before the brick were 
laid, but the tamping of the trenches 
was imperfectly made, and the same is 
true of the tamping done by the city in 
lowering the water mains. The pipes are 
laid on the south side of the street car 
track and along that side nearly all of 
the heavy hauling was done. The de- 
pressions appear over the gas and water 
mains. In some places the heavy wheels 
pressed the brick down 4 to 10 inches, 
causing 
the 
brick 
to 
crack and 


irumble. At many places along the 
street where the foundation was solid im- 
perfect brick wore crushed, but the 
greatest damage extends from Edward 
street west to the end of the paving. The 
wagons passed over Lincoln Square down 


last Main to Water and north to Eldo- 


rado, but there are no depressions except 
out on West Main where the gas and 
water pipes had been lowered and the 
mving constructed before the earth in 
,he trenches had been given a sufficient 
ime to settle. Hereafter gas and water 
pipes should be lowered on tho streets a 
fata in advance of the paving. The dam- 
ii;o is estimated nt less than $1000.

The 17-Year Locusts. 


Speaking of the talk about the reap- 
carance of tho seventeen-year locusts, 
nd the fact that Kev. Groves, of Bloom- 
ngton, has caught 30 from one square 
oot of ground, the Pantagraph says: 
We will probably soon hear the usual 
airy tales of locusts poisoning fruit and 
egetables and killing children and cat- 
le. But the truth is that they are per- 
ectly harmless and except that they 
inncture the small limbs and little twigs 
if forest trees, thus causing many small 
imbs to die and injuring the appearance 
)f the trees, they do not hurt. The male 
nseot has the power of making a shrill, 
gating and very unpleasant noise, pro- 
iuced by the friction of peculiar organs 
situated on the under side ot the abdo- 
nen, acted upon by powerful muscles. 
Phis noise is incessant during the abort 
ime that these cicadie stay. They have 
never been known to injure growing 
jrain and in fact are not locusts at all, 
rat belong to the order Hemiptera, and 
are more properly called the harvest fly. 
isolated specimens are seen and heard 
every year and occasionally circumstances 
are so favorable for their propagation 
.hat they come in immense numbers as is 
apparently the cose this year. These 
cicadie have long stout bodies and wings, 
,ho latter membraneous and transparent, 
while genuine locusts are a jumping 
orthopterous insect greatly resembling 
;he grasshopper, from which they are 
distinguished by the shortness of their 
antennae and by their having only'three 
ioints in each foot. This hitter species 
was probably the kind eaten by John the 
Baptist, with an entree of wild honey, 
and not the seventeen-year locusts."

Japan got Its postofflccs through a man 


named Bryan, who was a clerk In the post- 
olllce department at Washington, but who 
woke one morning to Hurt himself out of a 
position. Re decided to go to Japan and to 
Inaugurate the 
American postal service 


there. . He went, and though the foreign 
element of the country was against him, be 
mjccenled lu getting the Japanese govern- 
ment to make the trial. Mr. Bryan imported 
the best of machinery. Ho established post- 
oBlces over the country, and his work was a 
Buccera from the start. He made a nice thing 
out of It too, and be la now back at Wash- 
ington worth a fortune. The nest egg of 
this he got in Japan, but the bulk of it he 
made lu speculation since he returned from 
there, lie Is now making about $100,000 a 
year. Is mixed up with many of the new in- 
vention* of the country, and everything he 
touches seems to prosper. 


The postofflee department at Washington 


regulates of course the malls of the United 
Status. It is a big white marble building 
which seems to be turned wrong side first, 
and which looks more like a prison than a 
workshop. Guards stand at its doers, and 
you hare to puss through telegraph offices in 
going Into It 
The city postofllco of Wash- 


ington Is entirely separated from it, and the 
postal arrangements of the capital are con- 
nected with It no more than are those of 
Cleveland and New York. . 


The city postofllce of Washington has as 


big a business as many cities three, four and 
flve times Its size. It ranks third among the 
cities of the United Btates in postal business, 
and about 70,000 letters pass through it every 
day The president gets an average of nearly 
60,000 a day. and by this 1 mean the presi- 
dent and his chief clerks, the cabinet minis- 
ters. (Seventy per cent, of the letters re- 
ceived here are on government business, and 
Washington sends out more letters than she 
receives. 


The Capitol fills a moll cor or so every 


day and then they cart the letters and docn- 
nienLn away from the halls of congress by 
the wagon load. On some days there are 
B.tJUO nacks sent away, and the speeches OH 
the tiiritl whicb will be sent out this session 
will till thousands of sacks. 


Congressmen as a rule receive thirty or 


forty letters a day, and the mail of some of 
them runs into the hundreds. Some con-

At tb* last 
sale tiie average price obtained was about 40 
cents a package, and the total assets of tlie 
salo amounted to a couple thousand dollars. 


One of th<» most important Iroproramento 


in the postal servira is the parcel post or- 
rnngMnent which wo uow have for Canada 
and Mexico. Articles of all kinds are ad- 
mitted to the mails, provided that they are 
so put up that they can be examined by the 
customs officers. 
It Is the easiest thing in 


the world uow to ship parcels from the 
United Btates to these countries, and it IB 
prolialila that this parcel post will be ex 
tended to Central and South America and 
the West Indies. Our postal business in- 
creases from year to year, and our postal 
connections now embrace nearly the whole 
world. We have mail connections with SftO,- 
000,000 people in the Universal Postal union, 
and a letter can now be sent all over the 
world for five cents. 


Every steamer that now leaves our ports 


carries tons of mail, and it is only five days 
from Ban Francisco to Washington, and 
about seven days by fast ships from New 
York to London. 


The postal card system has become a world- 


wide institution, and you can now send a 
postal card to England for two cent*. The

gressmen nnswer all their letters, and eomo 
fwmi out replies to them on the type writer. 
Homo write all their letters theinsolves, and 
1 know of certain congressmen who get up nt 
daybreak to write letters before breakfast. 


You are more certain of getting an answer 


from a politician, as a rule, than from a 
close friend, and a congressman wbo does not 
answer his letters rarely gets a second term. 
The congressional mail was Increased greatly 
when Cleveland was Inaugurated, and bags 
upon bags of olllco seeking mall came iu. 
These have now dropped off, and the aversg* 
Is about the same as It was during the Re- 
publican administrations. 


Washington is talking of a. new postofflco 


building, and a flue city postofllce will prob- 
ably bo constructed. At present the city 
postodlce is kept in a rented building, and It 
is cramped and dirty. The mail is carried in 
Washington in rod wagons which look like 
circus vans, and the heaviest mail of Wash- 
ington goes to the poatof&ce department. 
About 2,000 letters a day are received from 
the postmasters of the country by the post- 
master general, and the mail for the pension 
bureau runs Into the thousands a day. In 
writing to tho government it is never neces- 
sary to send a stamp for a reply. Uncle Sam 
pays bis own postage, and he sends his 
answers out in penalty envelopes. These en- 
velopes have a piece of printing on the cor- 
ner, 
saying that a heavy fine will be imposed 


on any person who uses them for other than 
official business, and when stamps are sent to 
the government they aro returned. In the 
pension ofllce there Is a woman clerk who 
does nothing else but return stamps to the 
senders. She takes them from the letters, 
Incloses them with a circular, puts them ID a 
penalty envelope and sends them back. 


The dead letters that come to Washington 


also moke up a big part of our mail, and 
there are 6,000,000 pieces of dead letter mat- 
ter received every year. Sixteen thousand 
letters and packages come into this dead let- 
ter ofllce every day, and It takes 104 clerks to 
handle them. It takes eleven clerks to open 
the letters, and they have no right to read 
the letters they open. They merely out open 
the envelope and lay the letters on a plto for 
others to read. 
There is lots of money In 


these letters, and hurt year over $80,000 was 


OPEMINO DEAD LETTERS, 


ppstofflce department now orders Its "postal 
cards by the million, and It will be news to 
the country that the postal cards are made 
awny from Washington. They are made at 
a place near Albany, and our postage stamps 
are made by the American Bank Note com- 
pany, of New York, The postmasters order 
their stamps through the department at 
Washington, and their orders are sent from 
here to the factory. They ore filled at the 
factory, and the goods ore sent direct from 
there to the postofflcea 
Neither stamps nor 


cards are kept in the bulk at Washington, 
and Unclfc Sam gets his work of this kind 
done at very low prices. It cost seven cents . 
for 1,000 stamps, and Uncle Bam sells about 
a billion stamps a year. 
We use nearly 400,- 


000,000 postal cards a year, and as for the 
postal noU'3, millions of dollars are sent 
through the moils by them. In ISM more 
than $7,000,000 worth of postal notes, aver- 
aging arjont $2 in value, were sent through the 
mails. In 1885 $10,000,000 were sent through 
the malls in this way, and the average eke of 
the notes was 11.08, Within the last'two 
years between $11,000,000 and $12,000,000 a 
year have bceti transmitted, and the average 
amount bos been $1.87. The postal note is a 
popular way of sending small amounts, and 
large amounts go by registered letters as 
money orders. Several attempts have'been 
made to counterfeit the notes, and a, fraud 
\vns lately discovered. It is ton small,,bow- 
evor, to pay for counterfeiting, and it was 
originally designed to take the place of frac- 
tional currency. For three ceuts anything 
less than $5 can be sent, and it cost five cents 
to send u money order for a similar amount.

In Bryan's 


poatal system of Japan such banks were In- 
stituted, and a number of the foreign coun- 
tries havo such banks. They are vary popu- 
lar iu England, and in 1883 one in every nine 
persons in England and Wales was ,a cus- 
tomer of the postal savings banks. These 
banks have been in operational several years, 
and they bave grown In the amount of money 
deposited right along. The amount deposited 
in them Is somewhere in the vicinity of $200,- 
000,000, and they have more than 8,000,000 
depositors. 
These banks were Inaugurated 


by one of Mr. Gladstone's bills, and a 
small Interest is paid. A curious thing In 
the postal system of Great Britain is that the 
postmasters general can Insure the lives of 
persons for sums between $35 and $500. 
Prance has postal savings banks, and a num-
